Smoking  and  debris  burning  caused  more  than  50 
per  cent  of  the  forest  fires  occurring  in  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  in  1955 — 235  fires  out  of  a  total  of 
463  originated  from  these  two  sources.  Lighted  smok- 
ing material  and  matches  thrown  from  moving  vehi- 
cles along  the  highway  or  dropped  by  fishermen,  hunt- 
ers, hikers,  berry  and  flower  pickers  accounted  for  26 
per  cent;  debris  burning  in  the  wrong  place  or  at  the 
wrong  time  by  those  who  failed  to  heed  all  pleas  for 
safety  or  refused  to  recognize  the  logical,  sensible  rules 
and  regulations  set  up  under  legislative  authority  gov- 
erning the  use  of  fire  in  or  near  woodlands  accounted 
for  more  than  24  per  cent.  This  is  inexcusable. 

Everything  possible  is  being  done  officially  to 
remedy  the  situation.  Since  1909  there  has  been  a  stat- 
ute on  our  law  books  which  requires  everyone  to  secure 
written  permission  from  the  local  forest  fire  warden 
before  starting  a  fire  in  or  near  woodlands  or  where 
fire  can  be  communicated  to  woodlands,  unless  the 
ground  is  covered  with  snow.  A  never  ending  program 
of  educational  work  is  being  carried  on  by  your  local 
warden  and  state  officials  to  inform  the  general  pub- 
lic both  of  the  value  and  necessity  of  securing  the  re- 
quired permit  for  such  burning.  Much  progress  has 
been  made,  but  there  are  still  many  who  fail  or  refuse 
to  cooperate.  The  value  of  our  permit  system  was  defin- 
itely proven  in  this  district  during  the  1955  calendar 
year.  District  local  wardens  issued  959  permits  for 
debris  burning  fires.  That's  a  lot  of  permits.  The  rec- 
ords show  only  two  permit  fires  got  out  of  control.  This 
proves  several  things — while  wardens  were  liberal  in 
the  issuance  of  fire  permits,  accommodating  every  ap- 
plicant so  far  as  possible,  they  were  cautious,  following 
closely  directives  outlining  overall  policy  governing  the 
issuance  of  burning  permits  and  thoroughly  instruct- 
ing permit  users.  The  latter,  too,  fully  appreciating 
their  responsibility  in  using  their  permits,  governed 
themselves  accordingly.  Result?  Much  burning  done 
legally  and  safe. 
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But  what  of  the  smokers?  Despite  all  the  efforts 
of  those  officially  charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
preventing  fires,  too  many  were  careless  or  thoughtless 
in  disposing  of  smoking  material  and  matches.  Why? 
It  is  difficult  to  say.  Autos  are  now  equipped  with  ash 
trays.  Why  not  use  them.  The  crushing  out  of  a  cigar, 
cigarette  and  the  complete  extinguishment  of  matches 
before  being  discarded  is  an  easy  chore. 

If  the  costly  habits  of  the  careless  and  indifferent 
smoker  and  debris  burner  could  be  overcome,  more 
than  half  of  our  annual  forest  fires  would  be  elimin- 
ated. Will  YOU  do  YOUR  share  to  bring  this  about? 

REMEMBER 

1.  Get  a  written  permit  from  your  local  warden  be- 
fore starting  your  debris  burning  or  camp  fire.  The  law 
requires  it. 

2.  Make  certain  they  are  dead  out  before  leaving 
them. 

3.  Become  a  safe  smoker  by  extinguishing  smok- 
ing material  and  matches  before  discarding  them.

State  Armory  Water  Line 

The  Adjutant  General  of  the  National  Guard  con- 
tacted the  Commissioners  of  the  Plymouth  Village 
Water  Department  in  regard  to  laying  a  2-in.  water 
line  from  Weeks  Street  to  the  proposed:  site  of  the 
State  Armory,  a  distance  of  850  feet.  This  project  was 
undertaken  on  a  reimbursable  basis.  At  the  completion 
of  the  laying  of  the  water  line  an  itemized  bill,  in  the 
amount  of  $2,179.18,  was  submitted  to  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire.  This  amount  was  paid  in  full. 


Tobey  Road 

While  working  on  the  water  line  to  the  site  of 
the  new  Armory,  it  was  decided  by  the  Commissioners 
to  move  the  hydrant  at  the  corner  of  Weeks  Street 
and  Tobey  Road  to  a  point  128  feet  along  Tobey  Road. 
A  hydrant  at  this  point  would  be  more  beneficial  should 
a  housing  development  start  in  this  area.  The  job  was 
completed  at  a  cost  of  $493.64,  50%  of  which  was 
reimbursable  by  F.  C.  Tobey,  Jr.,  under  an  agreement 
made  before  the  project  started. 
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General 


(1)  The  numerous  springs  in  the  area  of  the  res- 
ervoir were  reopened  and  ducts  repaired  and  cleaned 
as  an  additional  source  of  water.  Many  careful  tests 
were  made  to  determine  the  purity  of  the  water  and  it 
was  found  to  be  excellent.  This  extra  supply  saved 
considerably  on  the  pumping  costs. 

(2)  Main  valves  throughout  the  town  were  check- 
ed and  put  in  proper  operating  condition  to  insure 
proper  service  and  distribution  to  the  community. 

(3)  Service  curb  boxes  were  checked  and  new 
ones  installed  where  necessary. 

(4)  All  hydrants  have  been  opened,  checked  and 
repacked  twice  within  the  past  year  with  one  new  one 
added  on  Railroad  Street  for  protection  in  the  freight 
yards,  and  a  second  hand  unit  added  for  blow-off  pur- 
poses, near  the  ice  house. 

(5)  Both  reservoirs  were  completely  drained  and 
cleaned. 

(6)  Interior  piping  was  cleaned  and  painted  at 
both  pumping  stations. 
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Lawsuit 

Case  Closed. 

The  1954  report  from  the  Plymouth  Water  Depart- 
ment reflected  the  decision  of  Judge  A.  J.  Connors,  of 
the  District  Court,  which  amounted  to  a  net  loss  of 
$298.00  from  the  suits,  $491.00  owed  to  Bud  White- 
house,  a  construction  company  hired  by  P.  DiMascio 
&  Son,  Inc.,  plus  legal  fees.  The  Commissioners  in- 
structed the  attorneys  to  file  a  motion  to  reopen  the 
case  with  regard  to  certain  part's  of  the  decision.  The 
judge  refused  to  change  this  decision  and  it  was  de- 
cided to  appeal  to  the  higher  court.  Upon  notice  of  this 
appeal  the  Bonding  Company  offered  to  settle  out  of 
court  and  pay  the  Water  Department  $1,000.  This  offer 
was  refused  and  a  $5,000  settlement  asked.  A  compro- 
mise was  finally  made  with  the  Bonding  Company  pay- 
ing the  Bud  Whitehouse  bill  plus  $3,000  to  the  district. 

A  complete  breakdown  of  expenditures  is  listed  in 
the  treasurer's  report.

We  have  audited  the  cash  books  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Plymouth  Village  Fire  District,  and  Plymouth 
Village  Water  and  Sewer  Departments,  and  have  found 
the  entries  therein  correctly  cast  and  well  vouched. 

We  have  examined  the  surety  bonds  of  the  Treas- 
urer and  Secretary  of  the  District. 

We  have  burned  eight  $1,000.00  Water  Bonds, 
numbered  37-44,  totalling  $8,000.00. 

We  have  burned  249  coupons,  No.  37-44;  No.  50- 
122;  No.  133-300,  (April,  1955)  and  241  coupons  No. 
50-122;  No.  133-300,  (October,  1955),  totalling  $4,- 
900.00. 

We  have  burned  five  $1,000.00  Water  Bonds,  No.

SUPERINTENDENTS  ANNUAL  REPORT 
TO  THE  PLYMOUTH  SCHOOL  BOARD 


Herewith  submitted  is  my  annual  report  to  the 
Plymouth  School  Board. 

This  report  will  be  largely  devoted  to  Plymouth 
High  School,  with  some  minor  mention  of  the  areas  in 
the  Elementary  School  which  come  under  my  jurisdic- 
tion. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  had  frequent  contact 
with  the  High  School  Principal  and  have  visited  in  the 
school  enough  to  know  that  we  have  a  sound  functional 
high  school  curriculum.  We  have  a  well  qualified  staff 
who  are  doing  excellent  work.  As  I  have  mentioned  pre- 
viously, I  feel  our  weakest  areas  are  in  vocational  ed- 
ucation and  the  lack  of  a  course  in  agriculture.  Under 
present  conditions,  with  the  equipment  we  have,  there 
is  not  too  much  that  can  be  done  in  the  vocational  field. 
There  has  been  a  reorganization  this  year  in  the  shop, 
which  has  improved  it  a  great  deal  and  it  should  be 
further  improved  with  the  addition  of  some  new  equip- 
ment to  be  purchased  this  year. 

I  also  think  a  fine  job  is  being  done  in  the  area  of 
physical  education.  I  have  occasion  to  see  these  classes 
in  action  more  than  others  and  I  am  impressed  with 
the  diversity  and  type  of  skills  which  are  being  de- 
veloped there.  I  hope  there  will  be  a  way  to  have  this 
extended  into  the  Elementary  School  when  the  new 
Teachers  College  gymnasium  is  completed. 

At  this  writing  it  looks  very  much  as  if  we  would 
have  in  the  Plymouth  High  School  one  of  the  largest, 
if  not  the  largest,  entering  classes  ever.  This  trend 
should  continue  throughout  the  next  several  years  un- 
til at  a  peak  around  1960,  the  high  school  population 
will  probably  number  in  excess  of  400  pupils.  With  this 
in  mind,  a  program  of  providing  more  classroom  space 
is  being  instituted  this  year.  The  back  of  the  audito- 


rium  on  the  third  floor  will  be  partitioned  into  two  new 
classrooms,  one  of  which  may  be  furnished  and  used 
in  1958-1957. 

There  has  been  considerable  discussion  in  School 
Board  meetings  about  the  property  that  is  for  sale 
West  of  the  high  school.  If  the  school  district  feels  that 
it  can  afford  to  purchase  this  property,  I  would  strong- 
ly recommend  it.  Space  around  the  school  is  at  a  pre- 
mium and  in  the  future  this  site  would  make  an  ex- 
cellent one  upon  which  to  establish  housing  for  a  re- 
vised vocational  course,  plus  one  in  agriculture.  There 
would  also  be  room  enough,  if  it  became  necessary  as 
conditions  grow  more  crowded,  to  add  several  class- 
rooms. 

Plans  are  now  being  formulated  to  build  a  retain- 
ing wall  around  the  East  side  of  the  Memorial  School 
playgrounds,  paving  the  entire  area  and  establishing 
various  forms  of  equipment.  This  also  would  be  con- 
tinued and  completed  on  the  Speare  School  playgrounds 
should  your  entire  budget  be  approved  for  this  year. 
With  the  play  situation  and  area  so  scarce,  I  would 
highly  recommend  that  in  both  instances  this  be  done. 

The  High  School  staff  for  this  year  included  three 
teachers  to  replace  those  who  did  not  return.  Miss  Lu- 
cille Serpico  was  employed  to  teach  Social  Studies  and 
coach  girls'  basketball.  She  is  a  graduate  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  New  Hampshire  with  teaching  experience  in 
Maine  and  in  Alstead,  New  Hampshire.  She  came  to  us 
with  an  excellent  record.  Mrs.  Flora  Harding,  also  a 
University  of  New  Hampshire  person,  who  previously 
had  taught  Home  Economics  in  Lincoln  and  Lancaster, 
New  Hampshire,  came  to  us  from  a  similar  position 
she  had  held  in  Vermont.  Her  work  has  been  excellent. 
During  the  summer,  mathematics  teachers  were  at  a 
distinct  premium  and  Mr.  Cullous  Mitchell  of  Keene, 
New  Hampshire,  who  had  a  wide  background  in  math- 
ematics and  who  was  a  graduate  of  Harvard  Univer- 
sity, was  employed  to  teach  mathematics.  His  resigna- 
tion at  Christmas  necessitated  the  employment  of  an- 
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other  mathematics  instructor  and  we  were  very  for- 
tunate in  obtaining  Mr.  Locke  Aldrich,  a  mid-year 
graduate  of  Keene  Teachers  College,  to  complete  this 
school  year.  From  all  reports  and  from  personal  obser- 
vation, I  would  say  he  is  doing  a  fine  piece  of  work. 
The  added  influx  of  students  next  year  in  the  high 
school  I  feel  warrants  another  member  on  the  faculty. 
I  am  recommending  that  an  extra  teacher  be  added 
to  the  staff  to  teach  in  the  Social  Studies  and  English 
areas. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
School  Board  and  Teachers  of  Plymouth  for  their  co- 
operation and  help  during  the  past  year.  Please  do  not 
hesitate  to  consult  me  now  or  in  the  future  if  there  are 
problems  or  you  have  questions  you  want  answered.

EXPLANATION  OF 

SUPERINTENDENT'S  SALARY 


Section  5,  Chapter  243,  Laws  of  1953  of  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire,  requires  that  school  district  an- 
nual reports  show  the  total  amount  paid  to  the  super- 
intendent as  per  the  following  quotation: 

"REPORTS.  Each  superintendent  of  a  super- 
visory union  shall  annually  prepare  a  report 
showing  the  total  salary  paid  to  the  superin- 
tendent, which  report'  shall  show  in  detail  the 
amount  derived  from  the  per  capita  tax  and 
the  amount  paid  directly  by  each  school  dis- 
trict in  the  union." 

One-half  of  the  supervisory  union  expenses  is  pro- 
rated among  the  several  school  districts  of  the  union 
on  the  basis  of  adjusted  valuation.  One-half  is  pro- 
rated on  the  basis  of  average  daily  membership  in  the 
schools  for  the  previous  school  year  ending  June  30th. 
The  Superintendent  of  Supervisory  Union  No.  48  dur- 
ing 1954-1955  received  a  salary  of  $5825  which  was 
made  up  as  follows:  $2500  paid  from  the  per  capita  tax 
and  $3325  pro-rated  among  the  several  school  districts. 
Allowance  of  $750  for  travel  within  the  union  was  also 
pro-rated  as  stated  above.

I  herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as 
Principal  of  Plymouth  High  School. 

For  the  third  consecutive  year  we  have  started  the 
school  year  with  only  two  or  three  new  teachers  on  our 
staff.  This  is  a  wonderful  situation,  considering  the 
turnover  of  teachers  in  our  immediate  vicinity  and  the 
state  as  a  whole. 


A  survey  has  been  taken  from  the  present  enroll- 
ments of  schools  that  send  their  students  to  our  high 
school.  This  survey  shows  a  gradual  increase  in  our 
enrollment,  even  though  we  can  figure  a  5%  to  10% 
decrease  in  the  figures  to  allow  for  drop  outs  and  trans- 
fers.

With  great  regret  and  a  real  feeling  of  shock,  our 
school  and  the  community  marked  the  passing  away  in 
February  of  Miss  Lulu  Hoyt.  She  had  served  Ply- 
mouth children  and  their  parents  faithfully  for  twenty 
years  and  her  influence  had  affected  for  the  better 
hundreds  of  Plymouth  youth. 

Many  of  us  feel  one  of  the  most  encouraging 
achievements  of  the  year  is  the  reorganization  of  a 
common  interest  group  of  parents  and  teachers,  under 
the  name  Home-Schools  Association,  after  a  lapse  of 
a  year  or  more.  Combining  representation  from  the 
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high  school,  the  elementary  schools  and  a  wide  cross- 
section  of  parents  on  the  Executive  Committee,  this 
group  gives  promise  of  keeping  parents  informed  and 
active  in  studying  problems  which  affect  the  children 
of  Plymouth. 

A  return  to  normally  larger  kindergarten  enroll- 
ments and  a  growth  in  junior  high,  in  part  the  result 
of  enrolling  some  Town  of  Bridgewater  and  other  tui- 
tion students,  have  brought  the  enrollment  total  up 
sharply  from  a  year  ago. 

There  have  not  been  any  great  changes  in  the  in- 
struction offered  this  year,  except  that  the  7th  and  8th 
grade  music  instruction  is  being  given  by  Mr.  Allen 
Foster  of  the  high  school  staff.  The  7th  and  8th  grade 
instrumentalists  are  working  into  the  high  school  band, 
which  gives  that  group  a  sizable  increase  in  numbers. 
Conversational  French  instruction  is  now  being  given 
to  the  pupils  of  grades  4,  5,  and  6.  Professor  Lee  Henry 
instructs  the  sixth  grades,  while  student  teachers  work 
with  grades  4  and  5.  An  average  of  15  minutes  daily 
is  spent  with  each  group. 

Among  the  serious  problems  facing  us  are  rather 
severe  crowding  in  our  lunch  program,  where  an  aver- 
age of  120  pupils  daily  eat  hot  lunch,  and  45  more 
bring  a  bag  lunch  from  home.  Our  playground  facilities 
are  limited  for  this  number  of  children  during  the 
noon,  as  well  as  at  recess  times,  although  the  recess 
times  have  been  staggered  to  help  meet  the  problem. 
When  the  upper  playground  is  graded  and  hard-sur- 
faced it  will  help  somewhat,  although  the  total  area 
available  is  far  short  of  our  needs,  of  course. 

We  are  pleased  to  repeat  our  invitation  of  a  year 
ago — come  visit  us  and  see  your  children  at  work!

The  following  is  a  report  of  activities  carried  on 
in  your  town  by  the  N.  H.  Department  of  Health,  Bu- 
reau of  Public  Health  Nursing,  for  the  year  of  1955. 

In  the  months  of  May  and  October,  1955,  the  first 
and  second  grade  children  were  given  the  opportunity 
of  having  the  Salk  Polio  Vaccine.  A  good  percentage 
of  first  and  second  grade  children  took  advantage  of 
this  opportunity.  Plymouth  was  a  clinic  center  for  10 
surrounding  towns  and  children  were  transported  in  by 
school  bus.  Much  credit  is  due  the  school  officials, 
school  nurse,  local  Physicians  who  gave  freely  of  their 
time,  local  health  officer,  Plymouth  Nurses  Associa- 
tion for  their  assistance,  local  March  of  Dimes  chair- 
man and  her  assistants.  My  sincere  thanks  to  all,  and 
to  the  organizations  who  contributed  towards  HootiV 
sies  for  the  children  and  coffee  for  the  doctors,  nurses 
and  workers.  Also  sincere  thanks  to  the  hospital  for 
sterilizing  supplies  for  the  clinic,  and  Woman's  Clubs 
for  their  assistance  on  supplies  and  at  the  clinic. 

Home  visits  have  also  been  made  in  the  town  on 
mothers,  babies  and  preschool  age  children.  Arrange- 
ments were  made  for  some  children  to  attend  the  Crip- 
ple Children's  Clinic  and  follow-up  visits  on  same.
